Lexington, Ky. — An order was en- 
tered in the circuit court under which 
the proi^erty of Judge James H. Mulli- 1 
gan in Xorth Broadway, which is now 
used as a baseball park, shall not be 
sold to or used by any person of the 
African race tor the next seventy-five 
years. Tbe ort^.er was an amendment 
to the judgment made several weeks 
ago authorizing the Lexington Chinking 
& Trust Co. as trustees of the estate 
of Judge Milligan to sell the property. 
The order specifies that for seventy- 
five years the property shall not be 
sold by any person, corporation or 
municipality to an individual of the 
African race or to a collection of indi- 
viduals. 

The ground on which the order was ' 
granted was that Judge Mulligan owns 
other valuable property adjoining the 
ImU park, the value of which would be 
greatly injured by permitting colored 
persons to own or use the tract in 
Question. 

The request for the order was partly 
brought about by a report that the new 
negro park might be located there. 
The location of the negro park is caus- 
ing much anxiety in every part of the 
city, the people of all sections vigor- 
ously objecting to having it in the vi- 
cinity of their property. Commission- 
er of i'ublic Property J. T. McCarty, 
who has charge of the parks, has been 
so overwhelmed with Indignant com- 
munications from persona living In the 
vicinity of a tract of ground also be- 
longing to Judge Mulligan that he inib- 
licly announced that ha would not rec- 
ommend that property for the parlc"

COLD WEATHEiR KILLS LAMBS.

Hundreds of lambs in this and the ad- 
Joining counties have frozen to death 
already and the loss tnls spring is 
heavy. Many of the farmers watoh 
all night and have fires to keep the 
baby lambs alive. Owing to the loss 
those that are saved will bring a fancy

Washington, D. C, March 23. — The 
year 1913 was more fatal for coal min- 
ers in the United States than the pre- 
ceding twelve months. A report is- 
sued by the bureau of ipines showed 
an increase of fatalities of, 425 over 
1912, twelve deaths for every working 
day in tbe year. In the army of 728,- 
355 underground workers. 2,703 per- 
ished, a fatality rate of 3.82 in every 
1,000 men employed^ aa-cmnpand with 
3.27 in 1912. 

Six thousand more men were em- 
ployed in 1913 and the Increase in 
production was between 30,000,000 and 
40,000,000 tons. 

I>r. Joseph A. Holmes, director of 
tbe bureau, in commenting upon tbe 
record for the year, said: 

"An examination of the stattetlcs 
develops the disappointing fact that 
in our coal mining operations in 1913, 
425 more men were killed than during 
1912. This is an Increase of 18 per 
oeut in fatal accidents, with an in- 
crease of only about 8 per cent in coal 
production. 

"We can find little comfort in the 
suggestion that this increase may in 
IMirt be accounted for by the occur- 
rence during 1913 of four large mine 
explosions. The statistics show an 
Increase in fatalities during 1913 from 
all the underground causes except 
mine fires and surface 'accidents. 

"Some progress has been made, 
however, in the safety movement as 
shown by the statistics for the last 
eight years. In the four years ended 
December 31, 1909, the average death 
rate was 3.97 for each IJMO men em- 
plcared. In the last four years the 
rate was 3.68. 

"It is unfortunate that the safety in- 
vestigations by the government, up- 
on which so much depends, have 
lagged so far behind the needs of the 
Industry and public demand. It is 
hoped that this situation may be rem- 
edied at an early date." 

The states in which the greatest 
number of deaths occurred were: 
Pennsylvania, 1,227; West Virginia. 
337; New Mexico. 272; Ohifa, 16&: Illi- 
nois, 1*4; Alabama, 124, and Ookvado, 
108.

Lieutenant Governor's Position. 

Lieutenant Governor Edward J. 
McDermott declared that if the bill 
appropriating $10,200 quarterly to the 
State Conferedate Home, at Pewee 
Valley, was not signed by him. it was 
due to the bill not having been pre- 
sented to him for his signature. 

The bill was declared to have been 
invalidated by the lack of Lieut.-Gov. 
McDermott's signature when it was 
read by Gov McCreary, and the pres- 
ent annual appropriation of $175 per 
capita will remain in eitect. The flat 
sum of $10,200 was asked as a matter 
of convenfence, and was based on the 
average cost of maintenance for sev- 
eral years. 

"At the final .^es.= ion of the legisla- 
ture I remained until 5:45 o'clock in 
the morning to sign all bills that were 
brought to me, ' declared Mr. McDer- 
mott. I did not leave the capitol build- 
ing until I was informed there were 
no other bills for me to sign. If the 
Confederate Home Bill does not con- 
tain my name it was due to its not 
having been presented to me." 

Mr. McDermott declared that this 
bill was one in which he bad been es* 
pecially interested, and that ne had 
had it placed on the senate calendatr 
to insure the passage. He said he had 
worked for the bill at the instance of 
Gen. Bennett H. Young, commander- 
in-cliief of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans.

Washington. — Some of the politi- 
cians in Washington are predict- 
ing that before long -there will be 
another division in the. ranks of 
the Republican party. The Pro- 
gressives are noi longer to be consid- 
ered as Republicans altliough some 
men, probably for rraHoiis of their 
own, continue so to call them. The 
split which some of the politicians 
here see In the future is one between 
the progressive Republicans and the 
.conservative Republicans who until 
recently showed symptoms of willing- 
ness and intention to ptick together. 

It seems to he true that the indica 
tions which are seen of a second di- 
i.sion of the Hepublican house are 
shown only in the actions of the lead- 
ers of the two factions in congress. 
If the ranks of Republicanism of this 
country have m-ide up their minds to 
V.fep compfin'nnshfp no matter what 
the leaders may do, then the poli- 
ticians say the split will be averted. 
Some of the exn-esslons of opinion 
and some of the sharp criticisms of 
conservative, or If you will, reaction- 
ary Republicanism, which nre coming 
almost dai'v 'mm tlif^ lips of the pro- 
gressive Republican leaders in con- 
gress, give color to the politicians' 
predictions that before ariither na- 
tional campaign rolls around the Re- 
publican party may find itself divided 
again, unless the leaders of the two 
factions manage to patch up a peace. 
Three-Sided Battle Possible. 

If some of the politicians. D'-mo- 
crats and Progressives for the main 
part, are right in this matter, and of 
course it may be that the wish is 
father of the thought, it is possible 
that In tbe next campalini there will 
b° ProErressiv"? nrojrressive Republl- 
cr.Tis and Republicans to fight a three- 
sided battle against the hosts of De- 
mocracv. There are men h^re who 
say that thpre may ho another party 
or faction In the field and that Its 
name will be that of the senior sena- 
tor from Idaho, Mr. Borah. 

It Is pointed out here that the Idaho 
senato'- pr^nis to b" about the onH- 
progressive Republican in the senate 
who seems to agree neither with what 
the coloneKs enemies call Roosevelt- 
Ism, nor with Republicanism as 
eopoused by Smoot, Penrose and the 
other generals. In other words. Mr. 
Borah seems to be flocking by him- 
self .lust at present. Perhaps this is 
to his liking, for stand'ng isolated he 
can rap Colonel Roosevelt by rappinn 
as he has Mr Perkins, or he can rap 
Mr. Cummins by talking about the 
futility of a party convention for amal- 
gamation purposes, or he can rap Mr. 
Penrose and men of his kind on gen- 
eral progressive Republican prin- 
ciples. 

Why is it that some of the poli- 
ticians think that there is danger of a 
coming split In the Republican party? 
Political observers here who hold that 
a split is likely say that the progres- 
sive RernbMcan leaders while refu-^fng 
to ally themselves with the Procres- 
sive party, are nevertheless just as 
stanchly Progressive as ever they 
were, and that they have become 
restless under the continued associa- 
tion with Republican leaders whose 
views are absolutely counter to those 
of progressive Republicanism. 
See Good In It. 

No one here- seems to think that if 
this split shall come the progressive 
Republicans will go in a body into 
the Progressive party. The thought 
seems to be that they will stay by 
themselves and will hope that some- 
thing will happen which event ually 
win bring the Progressives, the pro- 
gressive i^epubllcans and the conserv- 
ative Republicans together. It is even 
hinted in Washington that the pro- 
gressive Republicans, think that they 
can bring about an amalgamation bet- 
ter by non-Intercourse for awhile with 
the conservative Republicans In 
whose eocletv they elected to remain 
for some time than they can by fol- 
lowing the fortanee of the ProgresslTe 
leader.

Some of tbe Democrats In Washing- 
ton say that the best thing that can 
happen to the Republican party frcnn 
a political point of view will be an- 
other splitting of its ranks. Naturally 
the Democrats do not care to see 
the Republicans united again, but 
those of the dominant party who say 
that another division in the Republi- 
can ranks would be a good thing for 
that party mean simply that when the 
condition of dissension become so bad 
as almost completely to disintegrate 
the organization, the Republicans will 
see the sharp necessity of getting to- 
gether and will find or make meana 
to do it. 

If another split shall come In the 
ranks of Republicanism som-; of the 
politicians of this city believe that 
amalgamation will be more quickly ac- 
companied and that it will be forced 
not by the leaders, but by the fol- 
lowers. Th^e same men predict that 
in the platform of amalgamation there 
will be no planks except those of Pro- 
gresslvlsm, and that therefore the 
Progressive I victory will be won, al- 
though the Republicans may claim the 
victory if they manage to keep for tha 
reorganized party its old part/ 
Republican. 



MAKING THE HENS LAY 



EARLY HATCHED PULLETS 
SHOULD BE ENCOURAQEOl 



Pewla Should Be Supplied WIthi 

Plenty of Sharp Grit, Charcoal 
and Oyater Shell*— All Feed 
Muse Be Kept Wholeaome.

With eggs selling at 60 cents a dozi- 
en. the poultry raisers who can per- 
suade their hens to get briskly to 
work and add to tbe weight of the 
egg crate are tbe ones who are going; 
to add to their bank account 
llie early hatched poiletis and tha 

, hens that were helped through their 

! molt by feeding them Unseed meal and 
plenty of meat scraps are the ones to 
encourage and push along. If th» 

. poultry house is not provided with at 
least one open window, covered with a 
muslin curtain, take out k window- 
sash and put a curtain frame in its 
place. Cover the floor with dry earth 
or sand about six inches, spreading 
over it six inches of straw, meadow 
hay or leaves. Clean the roost daily 

: and sprinkle with dry earth or fine 
coal ashes, but never wood ashes, aa 

; they release the ammonia in the drop- 
pings. 

Keep a good supply of sharp grit, 
charcoal and oyster shells before the 
birds constantly, and all feed must be 
clean and free from sourness. Never 
underfeed hens, for they never get too 
fat to lay; they fatten because they 
don't lay. A hen should have enough 
to sustain her and sufficient suri-lua 
to convert into eggs. There are two 
methods of feeding — the dry and tho 
wet mash. For tbe owner of a small 
flock, caring for his own birds, the 
cooked mash is good. The grains 
used are the same for both mixtures, 
the difference being when wet mash 
is ready table scraps are added and 
the whole cooked by pouring on 
enough boiling water to make a nice, 
crumbly mash. Then spread a sack, 
over the bucket and leave it to cook 
for the evening meal. Dry mash is 
safer where hired labor is depended 
on, £is there is no danger of its souring 
and upsetting the birds digestion. 
I i^'eed this in hoppers, where access 
I may be had to it all day. The follow- 
ing mixture is excellent tor either 
mash: Wheat bran, 100 pounds; 
wheat middlings, 100 pounds; gluten 
meal, 100 pounds; commeal, 100 
pounds; ground oats, 100 pounds; an- 
, imal meal. 100 pounds. For scratch 
! feed in the litter ose: Wheat, 60 
pounds; cracked com, 60 pounds;, 
heavy oats. 40 pounds; barley, 20 
pounds; buckwheat, 10 pounds: kaflr 
corn, 10 pounds; coarse beef scraps, 
10 pounds. This is fed in proportion 
^ of one quart to ten birds and divided 
; between morning and noon feeds. Pro- 
j vide green food daily in the shape ot 
I cabbage, beets, carrots or clover, cut 
fine and steamed. If the poultry are 
thus carefully provided and were 
hatched in proper season, plenty of 
eggs are on tbe program.

The hens should be allowed to set 
on china eggs for a few days before 
giving them good eggs, in order to 
j let them get used to the coop, and also 
jto see it they are really in earnest 
I about wishing to set. Just before put- 
j ting the good eggs under them, the 
hens should be dusted with an effect- 
ive lice powder, and a little ot the 
powder sprlnKled over the nesL

and comfort. Dryness, freedom from 
drafts, opportunity for exercise and 
enough of the right kind of food will 
make them sing, and whan tiley idnc;

Apparatus Designed by Caltfemla Mar 
Indicates Expansion of Cheat aa 
the Wearer Brsathea, 

An appKratna for determining a per- 
son's lung capacity has been designed 
by a man in California — a state where 
lung conditions are an important top 
i& An elastic band that fits around 
the cheet and passes wider the arm- 
pits Is straiqied on the person to be 
tested. In tbe center of thla band is 
a drum with figures on its face and a 
spring dial finger that is cpcmted by

the stretching oi the elastic and that 
points to the various figures. One set 
of numbers denotes lung capacity. As 
the wearer of tbe apparatus inhales, 
his or her chest expends, stretches tbe 
elastic and moves the needle. As the 
person exhales, tbe elastic contracts 
ajjd the needle automatically returns 
to zero. As the physical expansion of 
fEe chest |s a eood todication of the 
capacity of tbe lungs, this device is a 
great help to physicians. 



DEVICE TO ASSIST AERONAUT 



Inclinometer Intended to Indicate at 
Glance How Much Plane Is Tilted, 
Elevated or Deflected, 

Already a number of aeroplane fit- 
tings to ktod such as tiaunt the auto- 
mobile enthusiast have been invented 

and are offered for sale upon the field. 
Chief among these is the inclinometer 
invented by a Curtiss In no way con- 
nected with the aeronaut of that name. 
T^^^toclinometer caused some excite- 
ment among the filers around New 
York city recently. Tliere arose a dif- 
ference of opinion among them as to 
whether the instrument was too sen- 
sitive or not sensitive enough. It is 
a device for telling at a glance three 
things that a filer needs to know- 
that is, the direction and Inclination 
forward and back and tbe Inclination 
sidewise. 

It consists of a spherical glass case 
to the center of which is mounted a 
compass. A weight ia pivoted to two 
planes and the Instrument is graduat- 
ed so that the aviator can read direct- 
ly in degrees bow much his plane is 
tilted out of the horizontal or how 
much the nose Is elevated or deflected.

"I was just thinking of my sense of 
confusion of Identity sometimes when 
1 read articles about myself," the 
president said. "I have never read 
an article about myself in which I 
recognized mys^f, and I have come to 
have the Impression that I must be 
some kind of a fraud, becausn I think 
a great many of these articles are 
written in absolute good faith. 

"I tremble to think of the variety 
and falseness in the Impressions I 
make — and it is being borne In on me 
so that It may change my very dispo- 
sition — that I am a cold and removed 
r'-rson who has a thinking machine 
inside which he adjusts to the cir- 
cumstances — which he does not allow 
to 6e moved by any winds of aiffec- 
tlon or emotion of any kind — ^but turns 
like a cold searchlight on anything 
that is presented to his attention and 
makes :t work.

Not BxpectM That Road Will Pay 

From Start But It Will Prove 
Big Factor in Development 
Work. 

By GEORGE CLINTON. 

Washington. — It finally has been set- 
tled by legliriatlve act that the govern' 
mmt shall bnfld a railroad in Alaska. 
Whether or not Uncle Sam is to op- 
erate the road is left for future consid- 
eration. It is possible that on^ of 
the army engineers whc did big work 
on the Isthmus of Panama will be sent 
to Alaska to undertake the job of rail- 
road oonstrnction. The officer so or- 
dered to the North his record will be 
proof enough that he will do his new- 
work well and as quickly as possible. 

It Is feared by some; of the friends 
of the plan for a government built 
railroad in Alaska that the work of 
construction will not be supported by 
aj>propriations of sufficient size to te- 
able the engineers to complete the [ 
work quietly. The money, $35,000,- 
00i>, will be forthcoming, it is under- 
stood, in "continuing appropriations" 
and if tiio amount alloted every year 
or every two years is small of the 
road of necessity will move forward 
slowly. ), _ 

Appropriations for the Panama ca- 
nal were forthcoming in quick tim<? 
Und in large amounts The pride of 
every American seemed to be aroused 
and the national legislators voted the 
money in large sums and quickly. A 
reluctant congress would have meant 
protracted operations and the canal 
today probably would be nowhere 
near completion if the money had not 
been voted without delay and with- 
out much debate. If like action is ta- 
ken in regard to the Alaska project 
the railroad will be built in fairly 
short order. 

Will Be Hard Job. 

C<mgres8 never has been unani- 
mously in favor of this government 
work. In fact some men believe that 
at heart the majority of the members 
of the present congress are opposed 
to the plan. It is felt that the unwill- 
ing ones were moved to willingness 
only by the apparent desire of the 
country that the exp^ment should be 
made. The job of bnlldUtg the Alas- 
kan road will be a big one and a bard 
one. The engineers know all the dif- 
ficulties that will be In their way. 
They know what they must do and 
that they must have money to do it 

It is definitely known that the corps 
of engineers of the army feels that if 
some of its members are to be put at 
the work of railroad Iralldlng. the 
credit of Its chosen individual officers 
depends upon a willingness of the law- 
makers to do the right thing by a pro- 
ject which seemingly has the approval 
of the people. It is hinted in Wash- 
ington that Btany of the conservative, 
not to call them reactionary, members 
of congress, would be glad if the gov- 
ernment construction plan should be a 
failure. It Is within the power of 
congress to make it a failure or at 
any rate to drag the work out so long 
that the people will be led to believe 
that It iB a f aUore. 

The Panama work has shown that 
army engineers can undertake almost 
any task of magnitude and push It 
through to a successful ending. A 
railroad, however, cannot be built 
without money and the engineer who 
goes to Alaska as chief of construc- 
tion will be a man depreaaed in spirit 
in advance unless he is certain that 
cpngress Is to be with him In his en- 
deavor. 

Will Not Pay at Start 
Army men have completed after 
many years of hard work a wagon 
road from Valdez to Fairbanks. The 
distance covered is libont 400 njUes 
and the work was of a kind to dis- 
courage any man without the soldier 
instinct This road has been built 
by Lieutenant Colonel Wilds P. Rich- 
ardson of the infantry. Lieutenant 
Glenn E. Edgerton of the engineer 
corps with Lieutenant L A. KutiZig, 
acting as disbursing officer. These 
three officers constitute what is 
known as the board of road commis- 
sioners for Alaska. 

If the people of the United States 
have an idea that the government 
railroad In Alaska is to pay from the 
start it would be well for them to read 
the government repo^ on the sub- 
ject particularly -the last report of the 
Board of Road Commissioners. There 
is no thought that it will pay and the 
country ought to remember this in 
order that it can discount the charge 
which Is sure to be made eventual- 
ly that the rpkd does not pay simply 
becauae tt is a goverameat proposi- 
tion. 

The government railroad will help 
in the work of the developing and set- 
Ulng Alaska, for a considerable part 
of the territory, 100,000 square miles 
as estimated by the agricultural de- 
partment, is suitable for farming and 
graxlng. The raHroad will help make 
the country prosperous and eventually. 
It may declare dividends in favor of 
the people. The time for such a hap- 
py issue is far distant, but It should 
be remembered that It probably would 
be just as far distant if the road were 
to be constructed and operated by 
private individuals.

Original Home of, Worst Enemy of 
Trees of Country Is Matter of 
Doubt — Most insidious Pest 

San Jose scale is doubtless one of 
the worst enemies of the trees of this 
country. The original bome of this 
pest is a matter of considerable doubt 
although its foreign origin is very gen-- 
erally admitted] It escaped the notice 
of fruit growers In this country until 
1873, when it was discovered at San 
Jose, Cal., from which fact it derived 
the name by which it has since been 
known. It received little attention 
until 18S0. when It ,was described by ^ 
Prof. J. H. Comstock as "the most 
pernicious scale insMt known In this 
country." 

During the decade following, the 
Insects seemed to be confined to the 
Pacific coast extending, howov( r, to 
Washington - on the north, and the 
Mexican border on the ' south. Within 
this period it received considerable at- 
tention from entomological writers, 
horticultural societies and the press of 
California. There came reports of Its 
appearance In the east at widely sep- 
arated localities, while now San Jose 
scale has become a matter of serioua 
concern to fruit growers throughout 
our entire country. 

The manner of the distrtbntton of 
this insect is worthy of consideration 
in explanation of its appearance at

It affects our most important fruits, 
and thus strikes at our best interests.

Successful Orchardlst Will Remove 
Dead Limbs and Prepare Ground 
for Season's Work. 

Therp is not much to do in the or- 
chard until towards spring, but the 
successful fruit grower keeps his ac- 
quaintance with the trees all winter. 
In every orchard there are trees that 
require attention In the oS season. 
There are dead limbs to be removed, 
and sometimes the whole tree should 
be rooted out. says Farm and Press, 
and the ground prepared for a new 
tree to be planted in the spring. 

Some farmers object to putting in 
a tre9 where one «has been removed, 
but it Is better to look to the canse. 
If the sickly tree was young the fault 
ma> have been with the planting, or 
the tree itself, but usually there is a 
fault with the soil or drainage. 

In one orchard the trees refused to 
grow on a strip of ground near • 
drain ditch, althoueli the trees were 
doing finely In' every other put of the 
orchard. The trouble In this case un- 
doubtedly is faulty tadnage. A dyna- 
mite blast in each tree bole might cor- 
rect the difficulty. Apparentiy the 
trouble is not In tbe main drain, be- 
cause there Is a fall of several feet 
In fact, the drain Is In the bottom o( 
a small ravine deep enough to Insure 
a low enough water table to insure 
the growth of trees. There are snch 
spots In many orchards. 

The late fall and winter is the -time 
to figure out the cause of the trouble 
and to apply proper remedy. Vacant 
spaces in aa orchard cannot be toler- 
ated. The land Is too valuiUile.

THE INSURANCE BILL 



We are not fully advised as to 
the text of the insurance bill pass- 
ed by tiie last legislature. Nor 
is this material for our present 
obserx'ations. 

A business that can be success- 
fully cai ried on by individuals can 
be carried just as successfully by 
the state. Insurance has become 
engrafted on the commercial bus- 
iness of the people and can not 
be divorced therefrom without 
suitable provisions being made by 
the state to care for these policies 
in the event the insurance com- 
panies surrender the risks. But 
the state can care for them just 
as safely as the companies can 
and can do so much cheaper and 
more effectively. It is not nec- 
essary to create any additional 
offices. The county officers can 
look after the insurance business 
in connection with their other 
duties, for none of them are over- 
burdened. Every man is entitled 
to insurance, because, as a mat- 
ter of fact, he pays the pemiums 
any way. The people bear the 
interest burden and the burden of 
insurance on their backs and 
only a few of them get protection. 
Every dollar of insurance carried, 
is charged to the people indirect- 
ly and they pay for it indirectly. 
Where ten people pay the prem- 
iums only one or two get the pol- 
icies and protection. If a com- 
prehensive sy<^tem should be 
adopted by flie state whereby 
every man gets insurance for say 
75 per cent of the value of his 
property, and not allow any one 
to lake out in excess of this per 
■cent, property would be more se- 
cure and fires fewer. The man 
who is now loading up on insur- 
ance far in tKcess Oi the real val- 
ue of the property, with a view 
of burning it for the money that 
there is in it, will disappear. 
Those who do not want to carry 
insurance will be safe-guarded 
from this character of man. Al- 
so people will watch their prem- 
ises more closely. Insurance, 
guarded and protected by the 
state, will also 6ave a value at- 
tached to the policies. 

Nor is the matter one for 
chcmce. Insurance hcis been so 
developed that it is /i very profi- 
table business. When it is placed 
in the hands of the people at 
reasonable rates, it will flourish 
beyond mecisure. 

The people should not be lon- 
ger plundered by the insurance 
companies. The big, stiff bluff 
which they are attempting to 
play on the state, should be 
promptly called. There is no 
better way to do so than for the 
governor to call the legislature 
together to provide proper jaws 
enabling the state to take over 
the policies which they are now 
trying to cancel Re^t assured 
that when this is done, the com- 
panies will make one of the big- 
gest fights ever pulled off in this 
state to prevent the state from 
so doing. 

We have no prejudice against 
insurance companies. We sim- 
ply prefer for the state to carry 
its own insurance. The Iwnor-

just closed has been disappointing 
from some viewpoints. But it is 
not as bad as some of its detrac- 
tors would have you believe. 

While we are of the opinion 
that two of its measures towit, 
the cold check law, and the con- 
cealed weapon bill, are ill advised, 
still the great preponderance of 
sentiment is otherwise. If the 
laws are vicious as we think they 
are, the people will demand thehr 
repeal. 

As to the cold check law, we 
wish to say that we have in our 
hands now a cpid check upon 
which the owner obtained our 
hard earned cash.

EARLY SPRING SALADS^ 

Before it is warm enough to do any 
work outside in the garden, a small 
Ehallow box well protected by an old 
window and well filled with good mel- 
low soil may be sown with pepper 
grass, lettuce seed and radishes, and 
long before the garden produce is 
ready you will have tender green 
things tor the table. 

This tender pepper grass will soon 
reach four Inches in , height, and it 
may be used as a salad or on bread 
and buttor for a sandwich filling. The 
slight pepper taste is most appetizing, 
and wlien combined with lettuce 
makes a delicious salad. 

Utilize the flower urns and other 
places which cannot be planted out 
BO early on account of frosts, but may 
be protected by glass, and raise any 
number of early things which are so 
good on the table in the spring. 

In the early spring, when the first 
dandelion shows its green leaf, lay 
a few boards over a bed of the thick- 
est of them, and see what a delicious 
salad bed of blanched leaves you can 
provide for your table for weeks. 
Dandelion is especially good for the 
blood, and so should be served often 
in the spring. The '.larger leaves, be- 
fore the blossom comes, may be cut 
and cooked like spinach or with a lit- 
tle salt pork, then serve with vine- 
gar for a sauce. 

Mint is another early arrival, and 
is most delightful for a i^auce with 
spring lamb. Cut a batteh and bruise 
the leaves, pour on a little boiling hot 
vinegar and let It steep for a while, 
then add a teaspoon or more of pow- 
, dered sugar, and serve with the lamb. 

Mint is also much relished as a mix- 
I ture with other vegetables for salad. 
I Take a bunch ot mint and twice the 
quantity of lettuce, a few sprays of 
pepper grass and a few onions sliced, 
fiu all the greens as fine as possible 
without crushin."?, and pour over a 
French dressing, u.'^ing three table- 
spoonfuls of oil and one of vinegar. 
I half teaspoon of salt and a few 
dashes of red pepper and a halt tea- 
spoon of powdered sugar. Mix well 
and pour over the salad. 

Water cress is another most whole- 
some spring salad, and when one Is 
fortunate enough to get this snappy 
little salad green it may be served 
in any number of ways, 'with or with- 
out other greens in combination.

end of the bar turns on the current, 
while pressing the black end turns it 
off. 

The socket is especially adapted to 
damp locations such as basements^ 
laun«iries, etc., and can be wipeo off 
with a moist cloth and made to look 
like new. _ ^ 

The socket is readily installed, as a 
single screw allows the halves of the 
casing to be separated, expoaing the 
terminal screws for the drop cord. 



Electricity for Drying. 

Two applications for electric heat- 
ing are used in connection with draft- 
ing work. One is the use of a port- 
able combination heater and tan, ordi- 
narily employed by hairdressers to 
dry their customer's hair after wash- 
ing, to dry the ink on tracings. This 
"wrinkle" shortens the time required 
to complete the tracing, as the fresh- 
ly mixed lines must be dry before 
T-square or triangle can be moved 
over the tracing. The other idea Is 
to dry blueprints by going over them 
with an electric flatlron; and the flat- 
iron is also useful to straighten out 
tracings and prints that have, been 
rolled or folded. 



Keeps Target Moving. 
An electric attachment for a target 
such as is used on rifle ranges bas 
been designed by an Aystralian. It 
ke^ps the target continually in mo- 
tion, iMuskward and forward on the 
track. The figures are constantly Id 
action, and it is an entirely different 
proposition to hit once, especially In 
a vulnerable spot than If they were 
stationary. Such a target Is par- 
ticulariy good for use In the militia or 
the regular army, as in the case of 
war It Is not likely that the enemy 
would stand still until somebody suc- 
ceeded in shooting them.

Many Activities of Rural Co-operative 
Work Will B^e Shown In Actual Op- 
eration-^Parcel Postoffice Will Be 
Part of ^fiibit at Louisville. 

A talk or a lecture may be thor- 
oughly convincine and delightful, but 
a demonstration must carry absolate 
conviction. The demonstrations that 

will be used in Louisville in the huge 
Armory, April 7, 8, 9, 10, are sure tc 
attract the attention of the farmers, 
their friends and neighbors who come 
to the Conference. A short ILst of 
some of these various demonstrations 
will probably give some idea of the 
wide scope of this meeting. Men who 
understand the business will develop 
real organizations for the handling 
(1) Poultry and Eggs; (2) Vegetables 
and Small Fruits; (3) Farm Products; 
(4) Dairy Products; (5) Live Stock: 
(6) Purchase of Farm Requirements, 
and (7) Co-operative Credit. In these 
organizations that will be developed, 
an effort will be made to ^how exacil;' 
how the testing, grading, standardiz- 
ing and packing of all the various pro- 
ducts is done. Directors', for shipping, 
selling, the making of retui*ns and the 
finding of markets will be made feir 
tiires of these demonstrations. 

Besides these co-operative organiza- 
tions that have just been mentioned 
the United States Postoffice Depart- 
mBnt has arranged for space in which 
to equip a complete parcel post depart- 
ment. Instead of its bei ig merely a 
dimimy affair with an exhibit, parcels 
will be handled and sent out as they 
are in any great postoffice. Several of 
the lare retail stores of Louisville will 
send their parcel post packages direct 
to this office instead of the main post- 
office, so that there will be continuous 
work in handling the mail during the 
whole time the Armory is open for ex- 
hibition purposes. In addition to the 
handling of packages from the city to 
the country, experts will be present 
to show anyone how to pack eggs, but- 
ter and country produce of every type. 
Very few people know very much 
about the parcel post as yet, and this 
innovation should prove a tremendous 
advantage to those Tisting the Confer- 
ence. «
